Inspector Macdonald: The defend- 
ant’s own statement, your Worship. 
When he was arrested, he admitted 
that the pig was sick and dying when 
he killed it. 

The Magistrate: Thit is not 
enough. Has the carcass been cx- 
amined? I cannot, by looking at it, 
decide that the pig had died of in- 
fluenza or any other illness, you 
know, There must be expert 
evidence. 

The Inspector said that the C.V.S.

Court if he were especially required 
todo so. Would it not be better for 
the Magistrate to remand the case to 
get expert evidence ? 

The: Magistrate: Yes, I think the 
lease had better be remanded until 
to-morrow and in the meantime the 
carcass should be taken to the C.V.S. 

The defendant will 
be given $100 bail.

Torptdoing Iecbergs. 
Ice is the curse of the Nutth 


Atlantic under any circumstances, but 
this year it is far worse than usual on 


account of the mild winter having! ° 


caused innumerable hergs to break 
away and drift down South on the 
current far earlier than is usual. For 
the past five months the U.S. Coast 
Guard service has had its usual two j 
cutters on the International Ice Patrol, | 
and they have given timely warning 
to many hundreds of ships, but there 
is no doubt that they have had their 
hands more than full. Gunfire was 
tried against ice years ago with no 
success, 50 this year tht U.S. Navy 
Department is sending out the 
destroyer “Breckenridge” to try the 
effects of her torpedoes. The results, 
of this experiment heve not yet been 
reported, but practical ice men are not 
very sanguine of its success. The 
sudden shock of the explosion of a 
heavy torpedo may possibly split a 
huge berg into two or three smaller 
but still very dangerous ones, but it 
is far more likely to expend its energy 
in blowing a big hole init and nothing 
more. Also, it must not be forgotten 
that a very likely result is to capsize 
the berg and so render it: infinitely 
more dangerous to navigation. It ix 
an interesting experiment, but its 
practical advantages are nut likely to 
be great. 


Heather Honey. 

Wanderers along the moors in North 
and West Yorkshire at thiy season 
may chance upon a curious spectacle, 
says a writer in the Jforning Post. In 
the heart of the moorland, where, 
ordinarily. no trace of human habita- 
tion is found, there are springing up 
solitary encampments or a little colony 
of campers, each with its hives of 
bees.’ It isthe bee-keepers on tEcir 
annual trek. Heather honey is 
especially popular, and os it is im- 
possible to Ering the heather to the 
bees they take the bees into the 
heather. The cctual trek, is made, 
during the coolest part of the day, 
or, very frequently, during the night, 
and the bee-Leeper will usually make 
it a family holiday, taking a caravan 
ortentsin which to live during the 
ensuing month while the heather is 
in full bloom.

Hatton Garden does not take very 
seriously the story that the Bolaherists 
of Russia ate endeavonring to flood 
the world's markets with diamonds. 
and other looted jeweis. 

Buyers for the American market 
are even more cozvinced that no 
jewels uf -Bolshevist taint are being 
smugeted into that country, The 
American is too astute a diamond 
buyer to burden himself with “off 
colour”’ Russian stones which cannet 
compare with the white diamonds. 

A certain quantity found their way 
to England, but these were 
ateorbed some time ago without 
affecting the real diamond market. 

The distribution throughout the 
markets of the ‘world has been neg- 
ligible, Mr. Gordon Nathan, a well- 
known diamond dealer, told an Erea- 
ing Standard representative. 

The Russian diamonds. have seen 
have not been wo1éd more than £15 or 
£20 a carat. The stones are of heavy, 
tically unsaleable in the English 
market! 

When they have been sold nobody 
knows, bt they have been absorbed, 
and we never hear anything of them 
now. 

t is ‘so easy to detect ao Russian 
stone that jewels of this character can 
have no effect uponthe market here. 
The Russian stone has a yellowish o¢ 
brownish tinge, and is entirely un- 
suitable for the pale skins of English 
people or American folk.

Mr. Dickens: The judge cannot 
prevent him from refusing to tell the 
whole truth, and he has no power to 
refuse the man the right to give that 
evidence he is prepared to give. Of 
course, a prisoner is wrong in refusing 
to give evidence, even though he does 
so in order to shield a companion, but 
he should not have the whole of his 
evidence shut out. ; 
Mr. Hobler, K.C. (for the Crown) 
said the judge could have committed 
the prisoner at once for contempt, 
and that would have put an end to 
his evidence. : 
Describing the case as one of great 
legal interest, the Lord Chief Justice 
Said that a prisoner who went into 
the box to give evidence was bound 
to tell the whole truth, notwithstand- 
ing that ke might incriminate others. -

BRITISH LEGION. 


OBJECTS OUTLINED. 
A CONSTRUCTIVE PROGRAMME, 


The Natioral Exeeative Council of 
the British Legion, in which all the 
ex-Service associations have been 
amalgamated under the patronage of 
the Prince of Wales and the presidency 
of Field-Marshal Earl Haig, has 
completed the ‘constructive pro- 
gramme’ of the organisation, As 
now issued this sets forth the domestic, 
national, and imperial objects of the 
Legion. 

The constructive programme states 
that the domestic objects of the 
organisation are to make the legion 
truly nations! by drawing inte or 
affiliating with it all existing. ex- 
Service men’s and women's associa- 
tions, benevolent funds, clubs, &c., 
and, in co-operation with the United 
Services Fund, to provide in con- 
venient centres for all branches facili- 
ties for social intercourse, recreation, 
and recreational education, acquizing 
where necessary permanent halls, club 
premises, or meeting rooms for the 
use of members. 

On its national side the legion aims 
at securing that the Government, 
municipal, and local authonties, and 
other employers of labour shalt give a 
preference in employment to ex- 
Service nina. and women;* taking 
active steps to obtain the co-operation 
of the Government, public and private 
employers, and of the trade unions, in 
securing the fullest. possible facilities 
for the training of ex-Service men 
and women, and thei_admission to 
the different organisations of skilled 
labour; supporting and encoureging 
by financial and other means suitable 
undertakings by ex-Service men and 
women conducted on business lines, 
and preventing the exploitation of the 
employment of ex-Service men. Other 

- national objects wclude the necessity 
of providing for ex-Service men and 
women maintenance allowance until 
they are absorbed into industry; and 
emphasising the* importance of the 
Boll of Honour and giving precedence 
in public contracts to firms whose 
names are on this roll. 

On its Imperial side the legion aims 
at instituting throughout the Empire 
a National Commemoration Day for 
those who fell in the Great War; 
co-operation and federation with 
ex-Serv ce organisations throughout 
the Empire and the Alicd countries ; 
and active support to all direct effort: 
for’ peace, and to the League of 
Nations, while taking care that the 
defence of the Empire is adequately 
provided for.

The feud of 27] yeats’ duration 
between the Hurons and the Iroquois 
(Indian tribes) has ended in an in- 
teresting ceremony on the shores of 
Georgian Bay, while Indians, pic- 
toresquely .garbed, were grouped 
sround two statues represeating 
Ontario and Quebec. 

Suddenly s big canoe bearing Chief 
Ovide Sivici of the Hprons ran ashore. 
A moment later Big Chief Andrew 
Steath, leader of the Mchawk tribe 
of the Iroquois, stéfped ashore and 
strode to the wigwam erected for 
them. 

Patting a. match’to the great pipe 
of peace, the Iroquois handed it to 
the Huron. ‘‘ There is peace between 
our peoples!’ he said in Lroquois, 

“There is peace |” replied the Huron 
‘ashe drew the first puff and passed 
the pipe to bis sub-chief, who handed 
it back ta the Iroquois. 

When all had smoked the chiefs 
placed their hands side by side on @ 
war tomahawk, which they placed 
bencath a huge blood-red boulder sus- 
pended from acrane. Slowly the big 
rock was lowered on tothe hatchet. 
Then the Huron turned to his new 
friend and ea'd: “Now we will go 
and kill moose together.” 


RUNNYMEDE SAVED. 


TO REMAIN CROWN PROPERTY. 


The historic site of Runnymede is 
to be preserved to the nation. 

Sir Arthur Griffth-Boseawen 
(Minister of Agriculture) in the House 
of Commons explained the position in 
the followmg statement:— 

“The Commissioners of Woods, 
with the approval of the Treasury, 
decided last year to offer for sale by 
auction 622 acres of the outlying 
portion of the Crown's Windsor 
estate, in the parish of Egham, in- 
cluding 99 acres of meadow land 
forming e part of the land: on which, 
according to the Ordnance Survey 
map of the district, the armica of 
King John and the confederated 
barons encamped on the signing of 
Magna Charta. 

“ These meadows are situated some 
half-mile to the south-west of 
*Runemed,’ or Magna Charte Island, 
where the Great is said to 
have been signed, and which is 
private property. 

“The auction took place on July 
6 last, but the 99 acres referred to 
were not sold, and I am communi- 
cating with my co-Commissioner, in 
ne jurisdiction ‘the matter lies. 
with a view to withdrawing them 
from the sale and so retaining them 
as Crown property.” Cheers.)
